WASHINGTON, July 11 (WP). 
-—From the realm of interna- 
tional .oil, where strange things 
sometimes happen, here is an ex~ 
traordinary proposition to con- 
sider: The high price of oil forced 
upon the world by the Organiza~- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries has actually been good 
for the United States. 

The country is stronger today 
in the world then it wes tive 
years ago, thanks partly to 
OPEC's quadrupled crude oil 
prices. 

The US. political power in the 
Middle East and elsewhere is 
enhanced by close friends in 
OPEC, particularly Iran and 
Saudi Arabia, the leading pro- 
ducers. 

More important, perhaps, since 
the beginning of oil price rises in 
1973, the US. economic stature 
in the world has improved drainat- 
jcally, reversing a long declinc, 
while competitors and friends in 
Western Europe and Japan have 
suffered. 

Partnership Seen 

Much U.S, political rhetoric 
casts OPEC as an adversary, 
intent on hurting the country 
by embargo or pricé-gouging. Yet 
the U.S.-OPEC relationship more 
closely resembles 2 partnership, 
an intricate symbiosis in which 
the United States gains and 
gives, a5 do the leading partners 
of OPEC. 

Europeans have been noticing 
for. years the etonomic advan- 
tages and the increased political 


Jeveraze that the United States 
may have gained from OPEC. In 
some quarters, there is even 8 
suspicion that U.S. diplomats im- 
plicitly encouraged the OPEC na- 
tions to jack up their oil prices. 

Whether that allegation ts 
right or wrong, there arc these 
facts to consider: 

Φ Since OPEC quadrupled the 
price of crude oil, the U.S, share 
of world trade bas imereased at 


the expense of the other indus- 
tral nations. In the 15 years be- 
fore 1973, the U.S. share of manu- 
factured exports in the world 
declined from 23 per cemt to 19 
Per cent. Now the decline has 
stopped. The U.S. share has he-

@ While the high ou prices 
ereate trade-deficit problems for 
ali of the energy-importing coun- 
tries, including the United States, 
the dollar is stronger today, com- 
pared to competing currencies in 
the industripliced nations, Since 
the oil crisis, the dollar has 
strengthened by about 11 per 
cent. 

© Since 1974, more than 8100 
billion & year has flowed to the 
OPEC nations in oil revenues 
from all of the consumer nations. 
But the largest share has flowed 
back to the United States in 
trade, investments, arms sales 
and development contracts, For 
example, Saudi Arabia, the 
richest OPEC membcr, has spent 
about 827 billion in contracis 
with U.S, companies for supplies 
and services.

WASHINGTON, July 11 1 WP. 
—The changes in Soviet societr 
wluch detente helped induce 
were more substantial than the 
Breziney lesderhin anticipated. 
and they caused violent contro- 
versy within the leadership over 
internal policy strategy. 

When they first came to power 
fn 1964, Soviet party leader Leo- 
nid Brezhner and his colleagues 
embarked on a conservative pol- 
icy, rescinding the social. politica! 
and economic reforms initiated 
by Nikita Khrushchev, Mr. Brezh- 
nev even allowed a partial resto- 
ration ot Joseph Stalin's tarnish- 
ed image, Apparently, he felt he 
could restore the international 
prestige of the Soviet government 
if he could bring back some of 
the order and discipline of Stalin- 
ist times which Mr. Khrushchev 
head silowed to crumble. 

This was especially clear in 
the economic field, where the 
Brezhnev leadership decided to 
abandon 311 flirtations with de- 
centralization of the enormous. 
unwieldy economy. These leaders 
were Dol ready to accept the opin- 
jon of many unofficial experts 
that the real cause of Soviet 
economic problems was excessive 
centralization and its conse 
quences—the absence of initia- 
tive at lower levels, disinterested 
workers, low-quality production, 
ete. 

Premier Alexei Kosygin and 
some others in the leadership 
favored internal reforms, particu- 
larly decentralization, to improve 
the economy, But Mr. Brezhnev 
Jed the Politburo in the opposite 
direction. Their decision to over- 
rwe Mr, Eosygin on this issue 
became an important reason for 
Mr. Brezhnev's ultimate support 
for détente. 

This was the case because Mr. 
Breshnev and his supporters had 
decided that the econamic crisis 
could be dealt with by aid (cred- 
its and technology) from the 
‘West. instead of internal reform, 
which seemed too risky to them. 

Trade to Keep Status Quo 

In other words, Mr. Brezhner 
and his allies wanted trade with 
the West to allow them to avoid 
any alteration in the domestic 
atatus quo. Thus, Soviet détente 
doctrine contained both a peace~ 
ful goal (increased East-West 
trade and cooperation) and 2 mil- 
itary threat (Western aid was 
meant to allow the Russians to 
sustain their high level of arms 
spending). 

According to Soviet economists 
with access to secret statistics, 
the major reason for the Soviet 
Union's economic difficulties is 
the fact that 60 per cent of 50- 
yiet enterprises are engaged in 
production for the armed forces, 
‘This creates an acute shortage of 
consumer goods and mass poverty 
among the people. 

If credits and most-favored- 
nation status had been granted 
while the Russians preserved 
their ecanomic status quo, the 
result would have been a freer 
hand for the Soviet leadership 
to maintem or expand arms ex- 
penditures. 

As τὸ turned out, Mr. Brezhnev 
had miscalculated. He was bank- 
ing on Henry Kissinger’s repeated 
assurances that Richard Nixon, 
his position strengthened by im- 
proved Soviet-0.S, relations, 
would ensure passage of the trade 
bill granting credits and most- 


favored-nation status. The official _ 


transcripts of the Brezhnev-Kis- 
singer téte-A-téte show that Mr. 
Kissinger repeatedly assured Mr. 
Brezhnev that Mr. Nixon was a 
reliable partner who knew how to 
keep his word. 

- Mr. Brezhnev’s real mistake. 
however, was not so much that 
he trusted Mr. Kissinger and Mr. 
Nixon, but that he believed the 


United States would give him 
trade benefits despite his reac- 
uonary domestic policies. 

Understanding the U.S. political 
mentality has long been a prob- 
lem for Soviet leaders and the 
experts who advise them. I recail 
how, only a few days before Mr. 
Nixon's resignation, Mr. Brezh- 
nev's chief foreign policy adviser. 
A. Alexandrov-Agentoy. believed 
that Mr. Nixon could easily sur- 
vive his Watergate difficulties. 
Mr. Brezhnev and his colleagues 
were even unprepared for con- 
gressional approval of the Jack- 
son Amendment, which barred 
credits and most-favored nation 
status unless the Russians allow- 
ed freer emigration. 

Mr. Ejssinger put the emigra- 
tion issue subtiy in his negotia- 
tions with Mr. Brezhnev. He 
spoke of giving Russia credits 
and trade privileges as compen- 
sation for “the brain drain” tie. 
the loss of educated Jews to Is- 
raell, or as payment in advance 
for mutual trust. Despite its 
glibness, this formula was seen 
by Moscow as thoroughly ex- 
emplary. 

But Sen, Henry Jackson pro- 
posed a cruder bargain: Credits 
and trade for a fixed number of 
Jewish bodies. In Moscow, this 
appeared to be ἃ crude insult, 
not only to conservatives, but 
even to liberal, pro-détente ele~ 
ments. As Alexander Shelepin, 
Mr. Brezhnev’s most serious op- 
ponent in the Politburo in 1974- 
75, argued at the time, to make 
a deal with Sen. Jackson on his 
terms would amount to accepting 
the selling of human beings, an 
unacceptable affront. 

In the end, political diehards 
in Washington who supported the 
Jackson Amendment were un- 
consciously helping their conser- 
vative counterparts in Moscow by 
giving them a cause around 
which to unite te defeat the 
Brezhnev doves. 

Every Soviet leader's sneeze may 
not be important. to paraphrase 
Mr. Carter, but it is extremely 
important to know what caused 
“illnesses” of the sort Mr. Bresh- 
nev suffered from December, 1974, 
until April, 1975.

Ulness was partly a real health 
problem. partly a political virus. 


After the passage of the Jack- - 


son Amendment and the furor 
created by publication of Mr. 
Elssinger's letter to Sen. Jackson. 
in which the Secretary of State 
promised on Russia's behalf that 
more Jews would be permitted to 
emigrate, Mr. Brezhnev's political 
position “deteriorated, as did his 
health. He retreated to his pala- 
tial dacha in Zavidovo, outside 
Moscor. and passed the word 
to his colleagues that, if they 
felt it was time for him to retire, 
he would do so. 

. Mr. Shelepin, meanwhile, be- 
gan lobbying his colleagues. The 
former head of the KGB took 
the position that Mr. Brezhnev's 
détente had failed and it was 
time for ἃ new course. 

Mr. Shelepin suggested that 2 
new Soviet policy could be signal- 
ed to the world if the Soviet 
Union sent “volunteers” to Por- 
tugal, on the model of Soviet aid 
for the republican side in the 
Spanish Civili War nearly 40 
years before. 

Mr. Brezhnev, operating from 
his tried to counter Mr. 

Probably‘ with the 
help of others, he came up with 
a compromise idea—the use of 
Cuban troops in Angola. 


‘Rventually, Mr. Brezhnev and © 


his compromise prevailed. The 
Politburo accepted the Angola 
idea, and, on April 16, the Soviet 
press announced that Mr. Shele- 
pin was retiring from the leader- 
ship. Soon afterward, Mr. Brezh- 
nev's “illness” ended, and he re- 
emerged In a public role. 

So the real response to the 
Jackson Amendment Was not the 
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Soviet government's renunciation 
of the 1972 trede agreement 
which followed adoption of the 
amendment. but rather the ad- 
venture in Angola. 

This Soviet reaction to the 
Jackson Amendment was the tirst 
crisis of détente. from Moscow's 
Point of view. The abrupt col- 
lapse of the dream that aignifi- 
cant economic aid would be 
forthcoming from the West and 
the increasing impact of Western 
ideas inside the Soriet Union in- 
tensified the struggle between 
“hawks” and “doves” in the So- 
viet leadership. 

The second crisis in détente 
for the Russians seems to have 
occurred early this year. It was 
brought about, I believe, by Mr. 


Carter’s first hard-line gestures” 


on the issue of human rights. 

Mr. Carter's decision to send a 
letter to Andrei Sakharov through 
the US. Embassy, and then to 
meet personally with dissident 
Viadimir Bukovsky. was perceiy- 
ed by the Soviet leadership 
through the filter of stereotyped 
Communist ideology and the his- 
torical traditions of the Soviet 
Tevolution. Through that filter, 
President Carter’s moves must 
have looked ominous. 


Carier Compared to Lenin 


Mr. Brezhnev and his apparatus 
may see Mr. Carter as somehow 
comparable to Lenin in the early 
1920s, when he addressed opposi- 
tion movements in other coun- 
‘tries over the heads of their lead- 
ers. hoping to set off a world- 
wide revolution. 

Mr. Brezhney and his col- 
Jeagues may see Mr. Carter as 2 
Bolshevik of the Leninist type, 
but in his case the goal is not 
Yevolution, but the imposition of 
the U.S. standard of freedom all 
over the globe, including in 
Russia. 

If the Soviet leadership saw 
the Nixon-Ford-Kissinger policy 
as defensive and benign, then it 
now apparently perceives the Car- 
ter administration's policies not 
only as punishment for Soviet 
violations of détente in Angola. 
but actually as the rejection of 
détente as it has been under- 


stood. 

Mr. Carter's human rights offen- 
‘sive must have seemed in Moscow 
& continuation of the spirit of 
the Jackson Amendment. and as 
ἃ result, Mr. Garter has probably 
confirmed the opinion of those 
groups who felt from the begin- 
ning that the United States 
Sought to impose an unacceptable 
degree of Wberalization as its 
price for détente with Moscow.

Only 
such a coalition could result in 
the present active struggle against 
the previous “damage” caused by 
‘Western influences.

stacies in contacts between West- 
em journalists and Soviet citi- 
zens.

He kad wanted to use détente 
to strengthen the international 
authority of the Soviet regime 
and to improve. the domestic 
economic situation. 

Now Mr. Brezhney has two 
remaining alternatives. He could 
acknowledge the failure of his 
détents policy, but the intensifi- 
cation of repressions that would 
follow would sooner or Jater con- 
demn him to removai from office 
at the hands of the moderate 
centrists. Or he could accept the 
new U.S. definition of detente, 
‘which seems ‘to demand more 
liberalization within Russia δὲ 
‘the price for economic ‘help, 

‘Tragically, the majority of the 
present Politburo is incapable of 
bold political action. No matter 
what policy reformist Politburo 
members would like to pursue, 
they cannot expect to see these 
reforms consummated during the 
short time left to them. Of the 
14 Politburo members, nine are 
over 70. three are over 65 and 
only two are under 60. 

The aging Politburo favors the 
Status quo, not reform They 
wanted détente so they could 
avoid rocking their own boat, but 
found themselves instead on a 
rather choppy sea. To calm the 
waters. they have looked back- 
wards toward conservatism, try- 
ing to strangle their own off- 
Spring, détente. 

‘This revival of conservatism has 
already given us the Angolan 
adventure and delayed th: sign- 
ing of SALT 2. If the U.S. govern- 
ment does not soften President 
Carter's hard line on human 
rights, the Soviet governmen: 
may adopt an even more cou- 
Servative position. 

‘The ultimate irony may be that 
conservative policies in no way 
lead the Soviet Union to 2 solu- 
tion of its basic problems. Be- 
cause of the chaos of Soviet man- 
agement ao@ tke unsophisticated 
state of the Soviet economy. the 
Soviet leaders—either this genera- 
tion or the next—will have to 
find ways to lirait the arms race 
and arms spending, even if they 
j don't really want to.

Hundreds Jam Texas Church to Hear French Archbishop

DICKINSON, Texas, July 11 
(WP:—The Most Rev. Marcel 
Lefebvre, the traditionalist French 
archbishop, yesterday blessed a 
small white Spanish-style Roman 
Catholic church here for a parish 
that, like the archbishop, is dety- 
ing Pope Paul VI on church 
Practices. Hundreds of persons 
attended the rite, and others had 
to stand outside the church, 

‘The morning ceremony, accord- 
ing to the Rev. Eector Bolduc. 
the parish pastor, wes the first 
eburch in the U.S. traditionalist 
Movement to be consecrated on 
behalf of Catholics who follow 
‘the Ti-year-old archbishop. 

Dickinson is a mid¢le-class sub- 
urb southeast of Houston. Fer- 
sons attending the services, most~ 
ly white but including some biacks 
and Hispanic-Ameticans, came 
from as far away es Florida. 

Tridentine Mass 

“ Archhishop Lefebvre, who on 
dune 29 ordained 14 priests train- 
ed in the church's traditional 
liturgy in defiance of the Pope, 
celebrated the oid Tridentine 
(Latin) Catholic mass, outlawed 
Since the mid-1960s, shortly after 
blessing the church and its altar. 
Then, despite having been 
stripped of his priestly functions 
by the Pope, he distributed com- 
munion. including first commu- 
nion for a group of roung 
children: 

“The Vatican and the bishops 
don't give the true Catholic faith, 
don’t conserve ‘the true Catholic 
faith,” Archbishop Lefebvre told 
the congregation in English. This, 
he said, Was “very. very, tragic. 
How many bishops, how many 
priests, how many sisters hare 
undone the Catholic faith? 

“That we cannot accept. We 
want the Catholic faith,” he said, 
adding that the Pope and the 
church's bishops offered a “sec- 
ond-hand faith.” 

‘The consecration of the Queen 
of Angels Church by such a fig- 
ure as Archbishop Lefebvre was 
2 stunning capstone for the 600- 
800 parishioners here who since 
November have been renovating 
and restoring a building that had 
been abandoned for three years. 

It was, according to Father 
Bolduc, purchased from the 
Houston-Galveston Diocese by a 
third party under the guise of 
wanting it for “commercial prop- 
erty.” The pastor sald the 
church would become “the center 
for the entire Southwest tradi- 
tional movement,” if not for that 
of the Untted States. 

“Now we bave a real church 
to go to instead of a meeting 
haul.” said Father Bolduc, whose

Pan Am’s Atlantic Fare Plan 
Mav Trouble Laker ‘Skytrain’

NEW YORK, July 11 (NYT! 
—Laker Airways, which plans to 
institute a no-frills $135 fare on 
its New York-London route this 
fall, is munning into sough com- 
petition—tougher perhaps than it 
originally bargained for. 

Pan American World Airwars 
faid today it not onty will match 
the Laker fare, but it will retain 
free food service and some other 
frills that Laker is forgoing in its 
so-called “skytrain” service. Most 
important, by accepting reserva~ 
tions, Pan Am is avoiding what 
many industry observers view as 
the big wealmess in the Laker 
scheme. 

Laker would require that tickets 
be bought only at the airport, 
aud uo earlier than six hours be 
fore flight time. 

Pan Am passengers will have 
to give up some features of the 
standard reservations system to 
make the low fare economically 
viable. The process would work 
this way: 

Three weeks or more before & 
trip, the traveler will designate 
the particular week he wants to 
fly. and will pay his fare, But the 
airline will have until a week be- 
fore the start of the selected week 
to inform the passenger of the 
Specific day and the specific 
flight, Once that is done, the pas- 
senger may cancel or fail to show 
up. but at the risk of Josing 50 
per cent of the ticket price.

He 
estimates that there are about 
800 or 900 Gypsy families and 
about 1500 school-age children 
Moving around the area covered 
by the bureau, which has about 
a quarter of Britain's traveling 
Gypsy population. 

He says the area also has a 
cross-section of Gypsy economic 
life. 

“In the south they work m 
the hop fields and at fruit-pick- 
ing,” he said in an interview. “In 
the center they deal im scrap 
metal. There is antique-ing on 
the Welsh border end in the 
north are the potteries and horse 
fairs. Most travelers who deal in 
Street markets deal in china and 
carpets; both are made around 
here." 

Despite the relatively settled 
pattern of their lives, Gypsies 
who choose to remain in caravans 
cannot avoid being noticed in 
Britain's tidy society, They have 
met fear, prejudice and some- 
times violence, Governments have 
attempted to restrict them to 
officially designated campsites.

Technology and War 


The Soviet Unlon has used a shrewd 
device in contrasting Mr. Carter's commit- 
ment to human rights with the U.S. devel~ 
opment of the neutron bomb. For the ulti- 
mate human right is that of Πρ. and wea- 
pons that threaten it. whether ther involve 
neutrons or the gallows, are offenses to 
humanity But what the Kremlin failed to 
pomt out. naturally, ig that much of the 
euwrrent tension in the world. piuch of the 
obscurantism that surrounds SALT. many 
of the fears of a return to the depths οἱ 
the cold war. could have been avaided if 
the Soviet Union. rather than persisting in 
trying to ereate its own nuclear weapons. 
had accepted the U.S. plan for the interna- 
tionization of atamic enersy. some 30 years 
ago. 

The problem with SALT. as with al) mili- 
tary technology. is that the machinery of 
war 3s 80 close to so Many national) hearts 
that it has never been passibie to controj 
it. When one remembers that it was the 
German wse of the submarine that. more 
than anything else. brought the United 
States into World War [. while it was partly 
the U.S. use of the submarine that came 
so close to bringing Japan to its knees. even 
vetore Hirushima. it is clear enough that 
lethal mechanisms are easier to imitate than 
to frustrate. 

Tn the past military technology was of 
slow growth. and depended more on the 
practiced person using it than on its own 


merits—the English bowman. sy. or the 
Swiss pikeman, But with the Industrial 
Revolution (and the concurrent development 
of the breech-loading firearm and the self- 
contained cartridge) things changed. By 
now. with nuclear energy. the capabilities 
of the manned plane and of the unmanned 
missile. the technological boundaries of in- 
flicting death are virtually nonexistent. And 
since a love of liberty or greed for power 
can both see men led to battle, the appli- 
cation of reason as a brake on military tech- 
nology is all too rare. and is mixed with 
so many human differences over the ratio- 
nality of ideology. religion, security. race and 
pride that SALT—to cite the prime example 
of the attempt at reason—is bogged down. 

But the fact remains that whatever par- 
ticular technology Is used. man now pos- 
sesses the power of virtually extinguishing 
his species, or at least of creating so much 
havoc that the world will hardly be livabie. 
So somehow rights and neutrons must be 
reconciled. missiles controled. reason pré- 
vall, History is scarred with many wars, 
which shaped man’s destiny in various wars, 
or set him back oy centuries in his search 
for a world on which he might lve in peace. 
But now—as Bernard Baruch warned too 
many years ago—it is a choice between the 
quick and the dead. There must be new 
speed in seeking peace—or the human ox- 
periment vwili rank with that of the dino- 
saurs. 


To the Summit 


You can appreciate the Soviet bewilder- 
ment. From their not inexpert reading of 
Jimmy Carter's pre and post-election sup- 
porters words and advisers. they thought 
they had someone with whom they could 
get back on the track of détente. Tt then 
tums out that in style cerratic. highly per- 
sonal'. in concern for human rights toften 
crudely interventionist) and in approach 
to arms control ‘ambitious. demanding'. 
they have an unfamillar and unsettling 
figure determined to do things in his own 
manner. Throw In the extra immobility 
created by the onset of another Kremlin 
Succession struggle and you can see why 
Leonid Brezhnev himself. obviously frustrat- 
ed to see his détente policy slipping away. 
comes forward to demand—almost to pléad— 
that Mr. Carter change his ways. 

Mr. Brezhnev has 2 point. For whatever 
may be said 2bout any single strand of the 
Carter policy. it is undeniable that the 
President has proceeded in excessive haste. 
without waiting until] his foreign-affairs 
team was in place and ready. without con- 
sidering how the pieces might fit. without 
due regard for Soviet reaction. Only now, 
for instance, is there being completed the 
overall strategic study that. one would have 
thought, would have been thé prologue to 
policy, not an appendix. Recently the admin- 
istration has begun to suggest that 115 policy. 
far from being improvised. flows from 8 
calculated. Integrated plan. Perhaps so. But 
the look of [Ὁ has been slapdash. Even many 
peope sympathetic to Mr. Carter’s specific 
purposes feel that his approach has been 
flawed and self-defeating. It goes without 


saying that the Russians ave done what 
they can to propel this feeling along. 

Mr. Carter came to the White House prom- 
ising to be a tougher bargainer than his 
predecessors. and no doubt the temptation 
{s strong to demonstrate to the Russians 
that he is not as capricious, or 35 movabie, 
as they suggest. Given the resonance of the 
nationalist chords he has Struck in the U.S. 
public. it may even be good politics, at least 
for a while. What he must now determine. 
however, is whether there are not ways in 
which he can settle the Russlans down with- 
out compromising his essentia] goals in this 
country’s relations with the Soviet Union. 
These are, or ought to be. arms control. 
keeping the struggle for influence in Third 
World countries under control. and—most 
sensitively—buiiding conditions in which 
Moscow will not feel that. by treating its 
own citizens halfway decently. it is -losing 
face. 

A summit would be a good place to make 
an adjustment. But the Russians are resist- 
ing a summit. apparently fearing that Mr. 
Carter would use it not for an adjustment 
Sut to apply more pressure on human rights 
and other matters as if In a brass-tacks 
negotiation. We cannot believe, however. 
that Mr. Carter is so dogmatic and self- 
righteous about tactics that he is unable 
to make the transition from the introductory 
round of his foretgn policy to a second stage 
of consolidation. It is partly a matter of 
Style. Bat stylé, of course. ¢an have profound 
efiects on matters of substance.

Italy and the Terrorists 


Ttaly's current wave of street violence and 
terrorism 15 having ἃ curious effect on polit- 
1081 alignments. It is making the Commu- 
nists look increasingly like a party of law 
and order. When the Communists have to 
choose between the police and the violent 
demonstrators of the ultra-left. they stick 
with the police. Among the voters of the 
uneasy middie class.. that raises the Com- 
munists respectability quotient. 

But. unfortunately. there's also another 
and broader effect of these shootings and 
Kidnappings It aggravates a mood of cyn- 
jelsm and exasperation among the great 
law-abiding majority of Italians. who view 
tt as further evidence of their government's 
inability to govern. The Communists are now 
part of the government in every sense but 
the most narrowly legalistic, and the party's 
leaders are aware that this general. con- 
demnation of the national administration ts 
rapidly coming to include them. 

In May, the Red Brigades assassinated the 
president of the Turin Bar Association in an 
attempt-—a successful one—to intimidate 
prospective jurors in a trial of 53 accused 
terrorists Early last month three prominent 
newsmen were shot [no the legs by guninen 
who explained that they were striking 2 
blow against the forces of psychological 
oppression. Last week there was another 
series of shootings and explosions. As you 
νοι! expect. terrorist groups often move 
inte common criminality. Kidnapping for 
vansom nas become a thriving industry. 


It's in the court system that the Italian 
government's response breaks down. These 
courts can take years to resolve the most 
ordinary of cases. Those cases that lie 
beyond the ordinary may never be resolved 
at all. The classic example is the bombing 
of a bank mm Milan in 1969. Fourteen people 
were Killed and 90 hurt. An anarchist was 
arrested but, as years passed, new evidence 
seemed to implicate a rightist organization. 
No one has heen convicted, and the trail 
has now been lost in a fog of conflicting 
theories and suspicions of political manipu- 
lation. 

Last week the Communists joined the 
other major parties in a joint program for 
the present emergency. It gave ἃ good deal 
of emphasis to widening the power of the 
police in dealing with suspectéd terrorists 
and establshing preventive detention. The 
terrorists are trying to demonstrate, of

That's wrong. so far; Italian society is 
tough and remarkably shock-resistant. But 
ἃ continued high level of street violence car- 
ries sinister implications for the future, The 
immediate test for the government 15 
whether its courts can be made to bring 
cases efficiently to verdicts.

Timetable Set 
On Finishing 
Trade Talks 


U.S. and EEC Agree 
To Agree by Spring 


By David Haworth 


ERUSSELS. July 11 HT. 
‘The United States and the Com- 
mon Market Commission agreed 
om a strict timetable for the 
completion of the multilateral 
trade talks now being held im 
Geneva, under the auspices of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade. 

Robert Strauss. the U.S. special 
trade representative, told & press 
conference after a day of talks 
with senior EBC officials that the 
current round of negotiations is 
to be completed by Jan. 15. The 
last stage of the talks mtust be 
ready for signing within three 
months of that date, he said. 

“T have bo doubt that a durable 
geal is possible,” Mr. Strauss 
said, stressing the full U.S. com- 
mitment to the successful con- 
clusion of the talks. de claim- 
ed today’s discussions had been 
the most important so far in the 
EEC-U.S. dialogue about coe 
negotiations and said they had 
been “exceedingly positive.” 

Pormally, this was a verdict 
shared by Commission vice-presi- 
dent Wilhelm Haferkamp. who 
expressed the view that the EEC 
would have no difficulty in meet- 
ins the strict schedule of specific 
points to which both sides vould 
be committed to agreeing through 
the fall. 

Both the United States and 
the ESC are fighting off protec- 
tionist presmares and the acree- 
ment to impose a brisk schedule 
for the compietion of the GATT 
talks is seen here 85 an attempt 
by both sides to head off protec- 
tionist lobbies before ther become 
too strong. 

Mr, Strauss said that Washing- 
ton fnlily understood that the 
EC's commen agricultural policy 
Was not up for negotiation in 
the GATT talks, but he said this 
would not exclude the reduction 
of. some barriers to agricoltural 
trade which the EEC had erected 
against U.S. foodstufts. 

Talks about how, and by how 
much, such measures might be 
reduced would take place “in 
parallel" with negotiations about 
tariffs on industrial goods, Mr. 
Strauss said. 


Analyst Avers Wall St. Doing Well 


NEW YORE, July 11 (AP-DJ). 
—The general strength of a 
majority of common stocks trad- 
¢d on the New York Stock Ex- 
change indicates that there is 
really nothing alling tue market, 
aceording to an article in Bar- 
ron’s financial weekly. 

-Nevertheless, there has been a 
widening debate in recent 
months over what is xrong with 
the stocs market — a debate 
Spawned by recurrent price weak- 
sess in the Dow Jones industrial 
average avd whe Standard ἧς 
Poor's 500-stock index. 


But in fact the Dow and the 
S&P 500 lag behind a strong 
general market, or even decline. 
whic a majority of stocks ad- 
vance. Sheer urfamiliarity with 
this sort of divergence can ex- 
plain why few commentators and 
investors have been willing τὸ 
concede its simplest intrinsic 
meaning—thsat the butk of the 
stock market has been strong, 
that nothing hss been wrong 
with the market as a whole. 
writes John Sehulc of the Wall 
Street firm Brean & Murray. 

A number of facts can be cited 
to support this observation. The 
Dow's 30 big industrial stock cum- 
pottents currently account for 22 
per cent of the total market value 
of all outstanding NYSE com- 
mon shares—some $178 billion out 
of about $820 billion, which. in 
turn, amounts to nearly 90 per 
cenit of the current market value 
of all outstanding and actively 
traded U.S. common stocks, rep- 
resented by about 3,500 issues. 
Put differentiy, the Dow rep- 
resents less than 10 per cent of 
all stock igsues and less than 20 
per cent of all actively traded 
common share values. 

The S&P composite inciudes 500 
issues, nearly all listed on the 
NYSE. and it reflects the total 
capitalization market value of its 
cemponents—probably about 70 
per cent of all NYSE common 
Share values, Thus. it accounts 
for about 2 third of all Big Board 
listings and about one-seventh 
of actively traded stocks in all 
markets. However, no More than 
three dozen of its biggest blue- 
chip components account for ap- 
proximately one-half of its total 
market valu. and presumably 
therefore also for about half of 
its price behavior. In other 
words, the S&P is dominated by 
a relative handful of major stocks 
representing some 35 per cent of 
all NYSE share values and per- 
haps a bit more than 30 per cent 


of sil attvelr traded common 
stock values. 

Most of the time, these data 
suggest, the Dow and S&P can 
be regarded as fair samples of 
what goes on in the stock market. 
But samples are only samples, 
and something quite different 
may be happening among the 80 
per cent of stock values not rep- 
Tesented by the Dow or even 
among the 70 per ceni of stock

to the semi-official news agency. 

All of this might seem Hke 8 
lot of small type fo most people, 
but to the New York Telephone 
Co. it bas been an insult writ

And 50, last week the phone 
company wound up in federal 
court here with Montmartre—or 
what passes for it, anyway—to 
explain why the listings will not 
be included in next year’s direc- 
tory, which goes to press any 
day now.
